AN ACT1
RELATING TO DOMESTIC CERVIDAE; AMENDING SECTION 25-3708, IDAHO CODE, TO RE-2

VISE PROVISIONS REGARDING FEE.3

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:4

SECTION 1. That Section 25-3708, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby5
amended to read as follows:6

25-3708. FEES. (1) There is hereby imposed, on domestic cervidae, a7
fee, as determined by the director, not to exceed ten dollars ($10.00) per8
head per year and shall be due on January 1 of each year. Such fee shall ap-9
ply to all domestic cervidae present at the farm or ranch as of December 3110
and all domestic cervidae that die or have been harvested on the farm or ranch11
during the same calendar year.12

(2) There is hereby imposed, on all domestic cervidae imported from13
outside of the state, a fee of ten dollars ($10.00) per head payable by Decem-14
ber 31 of the year of import.15

(3) There is hereby imposed, on all domestic cervidae exported outside16
of the state, a fee of ten dollars ($10.00) per head payable by December 31 of17
the year of export.18

(4) There is hereby imposed, on all domestic cervidae whose ownership19
is transferred from one (1) producer to another within the state, a fee of20
ten dollars ($10.00) per head paid by the seller payable by December 31 of the21
year of transfer.22

(5) The department shall accept payment of fees by cash and check and23
shall also facilitate the payment of fees by debit and credit card through24
electronic and telephonic means, as available.25

(6) Fees imposed by the provisions of subsections (2), (3) and (4) of26
this section shall not apply to domestic cervidae destined to an approved27
slaughter establishment.28

(7) The fee shall be used by the Idaho state department of agriculture,29
division of animal industries, solely for the prevention, control and erad-30
ication of diseases of domestic cervidae, the inspection of domestic cervi-31
dae and domestic cervidae farms or ranches, and administration of the domes-32
tic cervidae program. All moneys collected under this provision shall be de-33
posited in the livestock disease control and tuberculosis indemnity fund and34
used for the domestic cervidae program.35
